And second, that the ranchmen 
who had labored and risked their lives, were 
to be fully remunerated. Thelast conclusion 
“was based upon the fact that Government 
contracts toa large amount, probably one 
half the product of northern Arizona, were 
offered to our citizens at about sixteen dollars 
per hundred pounds. These contracts were 
accepted by our people, and closed agreably 
to terms made here, and sent to (California for 
approval. Subsequently nearly all the grain 
contracts were repudiated by “ved tape.” 
“This we knew some months ago. but we could 
not understand how our people could be de- 


‘ prived of the market for their grain until very 


jately. But it now appears very plain. Par- 
“ties, whose names we withhold for the pres- 
ent, are believed to be secretly interested in 
the last contracts made in California after 
' the repudiation of the Arizona contracts, and 
“are now crying down prices of grain here for 
a purpose not difficult to see. The result is, 
‘the crops of our farmers are on their hands, 
or being sold to’ speculators at prices far be- 
low cost; while. California grain is used for 
the supply of the military posts at prices far 
above what was ever expected to be realize 
by our farmers. j 
These are truths we are very sorry to hear, 
but think the remedy is not very distant. 
As matters now stand, there appears a great 
wrong. In fact there are a series of wrongs. 
In the first place the Government, through 
“its quartermasters, offered to buy the produce 
of our country, reserving the red tape right to 
back down on any quartermaster’s bargain.

NOTES OF A TRIP THROUGH ARIZO- 

NA IN THE SUMMER OF 1866. 

Prescott, Jan. 24, 1867. 

Evitor Arizona MINER :—In compliance 
with a request long since made by yourself 
and various members of the late “ White 
Mountain Prospecting and Exploring Com- 
pany,” of which I chanced to be an humble 
member, I now propose to give; your readers, 
in my poor way, a fuller, if not a better his- 
tory of what the party saw, did and expected 
to do, while “going it blind ” for three months 
through the mountain fastnesses of Apache- 
dom, than any yet published. The party 
consisted of 39 men, Their names are as 
fullows: Messrs. Morse, Billings, Strauss, 
Maybe, Hutchinson, Kelley, Lyle, Jackson, 
Garner, Drennen, Stockton, Mace, Hartman, 
Richdell, O’Neill, McGraw, Brannan, Swartz, 
Bodcill, Marion, Hope, McWilliams, Jacobs, 
Brewington, Walker, Grant, Lee, Lubkin, 
Myer, Ackerman, Jones, Marte, Dicken, Far- 
rell, Marchante, one Frenchman and one Ital- 
ian, whose names I do not know. We had 
sixty-four head of animals when we left the 
Verde. : 

July 13, 1866. This was the day fixed 
upon for departure from our rendezvous, 
about two and a half miles below Prescott, 
on Granite Creek, and the sun, as he sent 
his warm rays over hill and tree tops, into 
vur camp, beh: Id every man at his post— 
some cooking, others attending to the wants 
of our quadruped fellow voyageurs, and still 
others compressing into smaller dimensions 
the huge packs to be borne by the animals. 
All were cherful, happy, and every man

The 
soil is rich and capable of producing almost 
any kind of acrop, and the climate.is similar 
to that of the foot-hill portion of California— 
snow rarely ever falling in winter, but in 
summer heavy showers of rain are frequent 
(rivaling California in that respect) which 
keeps the grass and growing crops green and 
beautiful, and makes irrigation scarcely nec- 
essary. The corn, wheat and vegetables 
planted by the settlers looked well. Two 
‘companies of the Arizona First (Mexicans) 
were stationed here. Formation lava and 
shale; tothe south it is granite. All over 
this long valley there are ruins of ancient 
dwellings, vestiges of former civilization and 
industry, which, no doubt, were destroyed 
by the hands of the ruthless Apache. A few 
miles below the settlements the river runs 
through a long, deep canon, roaring, boiling 
and surging until its confluence with Salt 
river. This river takes its rise in the San 
Francisco mountain, and in the mesa to the 
east of said mountain. Above the crossing, a 
large stream named Beaver creck flows into 
the valley; below, Clear creek comes rushing 
down, untilit reaches the dam puilt by the 
settlars, from whence it is carried in ditches 
to irrigate the various farms, should irrigation 
become necessary. 

July 19. Struck out southeast, crossed 
Clear and Sycamore creeks, and camped in a 
valley where we found Mexican soldiers with 
an Apache prisoner and scalps. They were 
commanded by the famons Lieutenant Galle- 
gos, he who has so often carried terror to the 
heart of Apachedom. When a boy he was 
among the Cuyoterro Indians, learned their 
language and become acquainted with their 
haunts. We also met Mr. Weaver, he gave 
us some valuable information, but would not 
accompany us. ‘The country passed over tu- 
day is lava formation, with plenty of umber 
on the creek bottoms, and excelient grass and 
water.

- Upon no other portion of the worl 
which I have ever seen has nature lavished 
her charms with so unsparing hands. The 
mind becomes exalted and filled with rever- 
ence for the Creater of such enchanting love- 
liness ; the eye wanders over beauteous scen- 
ery, gorgeous, brilliant landscapes, until, like 
tailing a last look at the loved form of some 
dear friend before it is consigned beyond mor 
tal vision, you are compelled to conquer your 
desires and close your eyes lest you tarry 
until grief gets the mastery of your mind and 
you become incapable to leave the enchanted 
spot. Itisa beautiful country, indeed, and 
a sight of it never fades from themind. Here 
the once powerful tribe of Navajos hunted the 
antelope, the deer, the elk and the bear, and 
herded their sheep. No wonder they fought 
against the power and edict that transplanted 
them to the parched plains of New Mexico. 
The veriest slave, the most cowardly pal- 
troon, would and ought to fight for such a 
country 
From these peaks we went northeast to 
within sight of the Zuni villages, and finding 
nothing, turned east toward the Gila. The 
mountains at the head of the Rio Prieta 
and the Gila are very high and heavily tim- 
bered. There are some beautiful valleys. 
The formation is cement, and contains no gold. 
We descended the mountains about one hun- 
dred miles east of the Sierra Blanco peaks, 
and crossed nearly all the streams running 
into the Prieta, and soon came to it, crossed 
it, and fullowod it down some thirty or forty 
miles, when we left it and struck out for the 
Gila. On “the Prieta there are some large 
and excellent yalleys, the climate is good, 
timber is plenty, gramma grass grows in 
abundance, and I consider it a splendid farm- 
ing region. Irrigation would be unnecessary, 
as warm showers fall frequently during the 
Summer season. All along this stream we 
saw old, abandoned Indian huts; we also saw 
camps made by white men. In the streams 
coming in from the east we saw some quartz 
rock and gravel, but could find only the color. 
We soon came in sight of the Gila, and 
camped on the north side of it, in an old 
camping ground, where we found fences, old 
sheds, anempty whisky barrel, and various 
other things used by civilized folks. Across 
the Gila, about one and a half mies trom 
this camp, there are the ruins of an old Gov- 
ernment post, which, we afterwards learned, 
was the ruins of old Fort West. There is not 
much difference in the size of the Gila and 
Prieta, but the difference is in favor of the 
Gila. We then traveled down the latter 
| stream, through some excellent valleys. The 
vountry looks somewhat like a gold ;ountry, 
but we found nothing to pay. After follow- 
ing the Gila fur a few days, we jeft itto avoid 
a canyon, and the second night from it the 
Indians stole a splendid American home, be 
longing to H Jacobs, of Austin, Nevada.

Tt was garrisoned by tiree 
companies of the Fourteenth Infantry; is kept 
very clean, and, for a new fort, looked tolera- 
ble comfortable. The garrison ‘s watered by 
acequias or ditches from the Tularoso. The 
officers’ houses are shaded by large mezquit 
trees, which look very beautitul. A stream 
of water runs through the parade ground. 
The soldiers do scarcely any scouting. They 
are principally engaged in making adobes and 
escorting trains of provisions for the Coyotero 
Apaches. As a bording house for these Indi- 
ans, this post has a wide-spread reputation. 
They camp close by, and as high as 900 of 
them, I was told, receive rations. 

Our old captain, with about one-half of the 
whole company having started, some for Tuc 
son, and others for Apache Pass, the Prescott 
party, now led by Mr. Wm. Stockton, for- 
merly of Los Angeles county, procured the 
services of an Indian guide, started, Septem- 
ber 13th, down the Gila, to prospect the 
south side of the White Mountains, which lie 
about eighty or a hundred miles north of the 
fort. Crossed the river without much diffi- 
culty, and traveled over a very poor-looking 
region. Camped close to a rancheria of Indi-. 
ans, who had plenty of horses, mules, corn, 
ete. The country commences to look fertile, 
and water, timber and grass are abundant: 
From tbis point we wended our way through 
a delightful country, through which meander 
beautiful streams of clear water, until we 
reached Salt river, a large, swift stream. The 
rain poured down upon usin torrents, con- 
verting creeks into rivers and gulches into 
creeks. Locomotion became impossible and 
we were forced to remain in camp. Our i oyo- 
tero guide became dissatisfied and put out 
for Fort-Goodwin, without earning the blank- 
ets and other things we had given him, and 
two of our party, the next morning, turned 
back to the fort.

From tnis day until the 20th of August we 
traveleu east thiough this furest without ever 
finding dications or tormations that denoted 
the presence of gold, save and except about 
the nead of a tributary of Sait river, where 

we managed to get tut color in soine gulches. 
At this point, iora distance of about forty 
miles, on top of mountains seven or eight 
thousand feet above the lepel of the sea, there 
is a wash of granite and quartz gravel that 
svoks well tor guild. It -ies upon sandstone 
bedrock, and, must, I think, come from the 
southeast. For long distances the southern 
side of this range of mountains 1s perpendic- 
uiar and you can look down for thousands ot 
feet. The country to the south is one grand 
panorama of fairy dells, bewitching dales, jag- 
ged, rounded, square, triangular, weirdshaped 
peaks and cones; that to the north is high 
table-land. In-the mountains there are lakes, 
canyons, valleys; turkeys, bear and deer; 
and the eye gets wearied of beholding grass. 
Clover, too,-is often to be seen. By follow- 
ing the divide we generaily had a good road. 
but as soon as we left it we were confron 

by some ugly looking canyon, that would 
cause us to return and hunt the sandstone. 
Below the sandstone, north, the formation is 
calcspar, and the soil is very rieb, producing 
excellent grasses wild hemp, etc: 

In about fifteen days from the time we left 
the San Francisco mver we were abreast of 
the White Mountains, but our guide (who 
said he had been to them before) did not 
know whether they .were tne ones or not. 
We traveled around the north side of them

On our way down the Gila, we one day saw 
a great dust rise, and thougnt ic might be 
made by wagons around the post, and on ar- 
riving at the place we saw about one hundred 
cattle tracks, which were driven pell-mell 
across the Gila by Indians. On our arrival 
at it ort Goodwin we learned that Cuochise’s 
band of Apaches hada short time before made 
a raid on a fort near the Sonora line, drivin. 
off some three hundred head of Cncle Sam’s 
cattle. Had our party been one hour suoner, 
we might have re-captured the stuck and re- 
plenished our larder, wach was getting very 
lean. As it was we had to go it upon © fresh 
sign.” 

On the evening of September 6th we en- 
camped within 6 or 7 miies of the fort and 
three of our party went down to see about 
getting enough provisions to enable us to 
reach tue settlements; saw the commander, 
Colonel Chapin; told him what we were and 
what we wanted. He said he would give 
provisions to those who had no means to pur- 
chase any, and who would sw.ar to that fact. 
He cut oll the discourse very abruptly and 
seemed to look upun us as beggars, outlaws 
or interiopers. Neat day we drove down op- 
posite the post and camped. The men went 
tor tueir allowance ot provisions, but were 
told they could not get .ny that day, not- 
withstanding the fact that some of them were 
without anything to eat. Next day came 
and with ıt a renewal of the application. 
About one-half of the party wished’ to go to 
Tucson and New Mexico; (including onr cap- 
tain, who nad become demoralized) the other 
half, under «ur newly elected captain, Mr. 
Wm. Stockton, determined, if possible, to go 
through the mountain- v:a the south side of 
the Sierra Blanca to Prescott, and the Colo- 
nel very generously informed us that he could 
let us have but ten days rations of flour 
bean-, coffee ahd rice, with no meat of the 
hog kind, that which we needed most, as we 
were nearly starved for something to i grease 
our chops with. He gave the same amount 
of provisions to those going to Tucson and 
Fort Bowie (a little over a hundred miles 
as he gave the Prescott party, who had to 
travel through an almost unknown mountain 
region, peopled with treacherous savages, for 
nearly three hundred miles. But there was 
no choice left most of the party, and they 
took the pitiful allowance given them by this 
satrap of their Government. Those of us hav- 
ing a little money set our wits to work to bu 
BF, Pr N an up-hill business. 
at first, had nothing to sell; but by degrees 
we purchased some flour, beans, ee at high 
prices. All who had anything to dispose of 
asked a huge amount for it, and every time 
we went to purchase, “stocks went up.” 
Notwithstanding there was a band of five or 
six hundred head of cattle belonging to the 
post, we could scarcely get a pound of beef,

C. D. Poston for Delegate to Congress last 
year. But now there are more mail routes 
in operati: n than then. This winter there 
has been, so far, no bad weather here—no 
deep snow to interfere with travel, and our 
mails are behind time. Our semi-weekly mail 
from Salt Lake and the great East, and our 
weekly mail from California, get to Prescott 
semi monthly, and at intervals of ten days, 
or semi-occasionally. And why ?—is asked 
every hour of the day. The terms ‘of the 
contract on the Mohave route, as we learn 
from one who has seen the papers, are that an 
escort shall be furnished on every trip, to the 
mail carrier. The troops in the Territory are 
in this section not numerous enough to both 
garrison the posts and protect the United 
States mail, and the escorts stipulated for are 
not provided ; and the contractors do well to 
bring us any mail at all, and the solitary
